Have Bepnblicans ever tittered more 


severe words against Xllden than these, 
and do not these words indicate that hoe- 
eat Democrats do not intend to stain their 
consciences by Toting for Tilden ?

The 
people^of Sew Tork city hold Tilden re- 
sponsible for retaining in oQc* a Sheriff who 
lets fly the great thieve* of the Sing who nearly 
bankrupted the city.

pediments in his path; that, as Governor, he 
succeeded in a single year in reducing the Item- 
o«*ratic majority over 35,000 Totes, notwith- 
standing tbe unquestionably popular attack 
Tipon the canal frauds and mismanagement^ 14 
conclusive evidence of his want either of 
capacity or tact to successfully lead the Demo- 
cratic pirtr of the Empire State. That he is 
an inefficient, hfsitatiog and unreliable public 
officer is palpable. He is nelthar prompt, nor 
frank, nor generons. nor agreeable, nor popular. 
To s-j that the Democracy of the Union really 
aeek such a candidate Is to say that they are un- 
fitted to select a President.

fee«a familiar. Bad the public remained ia- 
diSerrat to the frauds of Tweed, then is no 
reason to doubt that Mr. Tilden would bars 
been a« mam as a moB»e op to tils vtry day. 
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Tate gains too enormous on the other, to untie 
any man, identified as Mr. Tilden it with rail- 
roads, the proper candidate for the President of 
the United State*.

York, were it cot that Tilden's nomination 
would inevitably give Indiana to ihe Hayes 
party in October. Hendrlcks, without Tilden, 
might possibly (but not probably) carry Indi- 
an*, but certainly not New York, Connecticut 
or Xew Jersey, But Tilden and Hendrlcks 
combined would be a trademark of political 
dishonesty that all honest citizens would 
•porn. It would not get an electoral vote north 
of the Ohio river. For Tilden to swallow Hen- 
dricks and survive is sn imaginable poiHibility. 
For Bendricka to swallow Tiidea and survive 
is an imaginable powibility. But for Tilden 
and Heodricks to swallow each other acd sur- 
•vire is plainly not within the bound* of things 
possible. 


Nor is it to be beiiered that all the Dem- 
ocrats of the South will support Tilden. 


What we urge is thut the public should b* 
enlightened as to the denth and origin of tbi* 
lately-born clamor for" Tilden. It is mere- 
tricious and mechanical; as soon as his nom- 
inari'>n is made the people will fall off from 
the ticket in disgust, 3%aw pans** and inquire, 
while there is yet time, about the truth of the 
matter. Respectable journals like the Mem- 
phis AcvlttJidit, the Savannah JVe»s. the Au- 
gusta Ckrojticlt, testify to having "been ap- 
proached with money in the interest of this 
New York candidate, and there Is indiicpntable 
and undisputed evidence that an advertising 
•gency in Xew York is running off Mr- Tilden's 
name as Helmbold was wont to do bis bucha. 
Is the strength so based a safe one on which to 
build the Democratic canvass? If so,goon; 
we wash onr hands of the responsibility, 


Evidences of this character are too 


numerous to exhaust in a single commu- 
nication. I will occupy TOUT space only 
by a few more from Northern Democratic 
'papers. The Philadelphia Times said: 


^ithoat dealing with the question, whether 
or not Tilden deserves to be elected ores Hayee, 
we tunf to the practical and vital fact that he 
wonld be defeated by the largest popular mar 
jority ever cast against any candidate, except- 
ing 3ffr.
